Des Jardien hospital. He was bound 
over to the district court after a pre- 
iminary trial. Later he was tried in 
the district court," where a jury dis 
agreed. During the last session of the 
jrand jury that body turned out an 
indictment charging the doctor with 
manslaughter. 


Doctor Des Jardien's defense was 


that someone else had done the illegal 
act, if any was performed, and that 
she came to the hospital later for 
treatment; that, following an opera- 
tion jrhich was made in an attempt to 
save her life, she died. 


Deputy County Attorney Max Towle 


said he had made an investigation at 
Waverly during the last week, and 
that the evidence he had been able to 
find was no stronger than when the 
case was tried. He told District Judge 
Stewart that the dismissal was asked 
for on account of -"insufficient evi- 
dence." 
Evidence offered by the state in the 
trial was purely circumstantial, ac- 
cording tu a statement by Attorney 
Wittstruck Monday morning, and the 
judge, instructing the jury, so stated.

he victims. The casualties lay scat- 
tered about while 'the townspeople 
who escaped with only slight injuries 
tried frantically in the darkness and 
rain to provide for them. Messengers 
were rushed to' surrounding towns to 
secure nurses, physicians, provisions 
and other emergency necessities. 


Hours after the tornado had passed, 


leaving death 
destruction in its 


wake, little bauds of half clad towns- 
people struggled to repair the damage 
to their homes. 
Bands of relief • workers arrived 


shortly before dawn. They came in au- 
tomobiles, broken down buggies and 
other conveyances. 


Many Buildings Demolished. 


They found the school house, two 


churches and a number of dwellings 
demolished. 
Debris was scattered 


over a wide area. Many of the dead 
and injured still lay in the streets or 
under the wreckage of their homes. 


Relief workers also pushed on to 


Deanville, 
a village near Pinson, 


where the storm caused considerable 
damage. Eight injured persons were 
put aboard a special train and addi- 
tional victims from Pinson were taken 
aboard and brought here for treat- 
ment. 
Among the dead at Tinson was Mrs.

of Mrs. Edna Martin, of \Vaverly, was 
dismissed Monday morning in district 
court on the motion of County Attor- 
ney Charles E. Matson and his depu- 
ties. It was alleged that the doctor 
>erformed a criminal operation on the 
deceased. 


The doctor faced a criminal com- 


plaint in Justice of the Peae-T Stevens' 
court shortly following the death of 
Mrs. Martin November 20,1920, at the 
Des Jardien hospital- He was bound 
over to the district court after a pre- 
iminary trial. Later he was tried in 
the district court/ where a jury dis- 
agreed. During the last session o£ the 
grand jury that body turned out an 
indictment charging the doctor with 
manslaughter. 


Doctor Des Jardien's defense was 


that someone else had done the illegal 
act, if any was performed, and that 
she came to the hospital later for 
treatment; that, following an opera- 
tion Fhich was made in an attempt to 
save her life, she died. 


Deputy County Attorney Max Towle 


said he had made au investigation at 
Waverly during the last week, and 
that the evidence he had been able to 
find was no stronger than when the 
case was tried. He told District Judge 
Stewart that the dismissal was asked 
for on account of -"insufficient evi- 
dence.*' 
Evidence offered by the state in the 


trial was purely circumstantial, ac- 
cording to a statement by Attornej 
Wittstruck Monday morning, and the 
judge, instructing the jury, so stated. 
The state's principal witness. Henry 
Wiebke. in his testimony, exonerated 
the doctor, repeatedly stating that 
Mrs. 
Martin had, six weeks before go- 


ing lo Des Jardien. caused her condi- 
tion, Attorney Wittstruck said, and 
had been ill and losing weight con- 
tinually until when she went to Doc- 
pr Des Jardien for treatment she was 
/cry weak and emaciated. This tes- 
imony as to the appearance of Mrs. 
Martin was corroborated by every 
witness except Doctor Emery of Wa- 
verly.

near Buer Saturday night, France 
indignantly imposed severe reprisal 
measures upon the district and both 
Premier Polncare and War Minister 
Maginot promised vengeance.

T every season of the year there are innumerable- 
cases of sere throat.

Before we talk about this, let us consider what

There are rtrakcles,, mucous membrane, 


tonsils, uvula, cartilage and bone. 


Injury, congestion or inflammation of any one of 


these structures or tissues may have pain as a prominent symptom. It 
all depends on the amount of congestion and swelling. ,

fection. 
Germs of disease rest on the 


nose an* throat tissues all th« time.

SEVENTY-FIVE THOUSAND DOL- 


LAR DAMAGE SUIT IS ENDED. 


Court Sustains Claims That Plain- 


tiffs in Damage Suit Committed 


Perjury in, Getting Their 


Judgment. 


The collection by Peter J. Long of 


his 175,000 judgment against tbe es- 
tate, of John H. Krause, of Antioch, 
was permanently enjoined by an or- 
der of the supreme court Monday, 
when it affirmed the action of Judea 
Westover in giving the Krause estate 
an. injunction against its enforcement 
on the ground that the judgment had 
been secured by perjury. 


Long and Kraus^ owned ranches in 


the same section of southern Sheri- 
dan county. Long sold his to Krause 
for $17,000 and later 
when Krause 


started to rake in the gold because o£ 
the prosperity of the potash industry. 
Long sued him for $900,000, claiming 
that when Krause bought the land he 
knew of the potash on it while Long 
did not. He brought the suit in Doug- 
las county, and got a judgment for 
$75,000. The supreme court affirmed 
this. 


Then Ivrause began suit in Sheridan 


county to enjoin the collection of the 
judgment, claiming Long 
had sub- 


mitted perjured testimony. The su- 
preme court holds that the evidence 
sustains the charge that the judgment 
was secured by false and perjured tes- 
timony; that it shows that Long did 
know there was potash in the lakes on 
his land; that these had been tested, 
but that it was decided they were too 
far away from the railroad to be valu- 
able. The court says that the evidence 
not only warrants, but compels this 
conclusion. 


It is explained that the Longs were 


able to get their judgment because 
Krause had been charged with crim- 
inal conduct and was so unpopular 
among his ijeighbors that none of 
them who knew the facts stepped for- 
ward to assist him in fighting the 
Long claim. It was not until after the 
local newspapers had carried the 
story of the big judgment, that-they 
awoke to the fact that a great wrong 
had been committed, says the court, 
and volunteered the testimony 
that 


enabled Krause to win at last. 


Krause died from the effects of an 


explosion in a doctor's office while 
the case was pending, and the court 
says his heirs were legally qualified 
to carry on the litigation. 
It also 


brushes aside the claim of 'Long that 
Krause did not begin his action within 
the two years of the statute. 
The 


court" says the attitude of the neigh- 
bors explains this, and that a person 
who commits a wrong cannot com- 
plain of the length of time it took the 
ivctim to find out about it.
